Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9 a.m. with all members 
present except Marvin Bowden.

The first order of business, after 
routine adoption of the minutes, was to 
open bids on various items used by the 
county highway department.

Board About Absence 


Elba School Board meetings are 
usually very uneventful, but last 
Thursday proved to be an exception. 
The regular October meeting began as 
usual with prayer and approval of bills 
and vouchers that include everything 
from toilet paper to teacher salaries; 
each must be formally approved by the 
board, The tense moments came during 
discussion of testing and grades with 
parents of a student. 


Every October is budget adoption 
time and this was no exception. A brief 
review of the proposed budget was all 
that was necessary because the board 
had met in a work session and reviewed 
the various sections. The Elba School 
System will spend a total of 
$2,691,641.71 during the fiscal year that 
began October 1, 1983. This is a very 
tight budget according to Superinten- 
dent John Osburn, with very little 
‘*fat’’. He said the only major overrun 
from the previous budget was the 
maintenance, and he warned this could 
happen again. “You never know what 
is going to break down.” : 

Osburn reported that in spite of the 
cut in proration, borrowing is not over. 
“Our budget is close and in the black, 
but we will still have to borrow because 
of our cash flow problems and the way 
we get our money,”’ he told board 
members. 


Ben and Sandra Carpenter appeared 
before the board and explained they 
were disturbed over their daughter's 
not being able to make up two tests she 
missed on Friday, September 23. The 
resulting zeros had dropped her other- 
wise high grades considerably and her 
parents were upset. : : 

They explained that their child had 
missed school on that day to make a 
vacation trip with them to the 
mountains - a trip they had planned 
several months earlier. They also 
acknowledged that the daughter had 
been told it would be an unexcused 
absence. Also Mr. Carpenter said he 
had talked with high school principal 


Lamar Foley on Thursday before they 


nee t 
ieft and he too had been told it was an 


unexcused absence. 


The Carpenters were upset because 
they alleged that other students left for 
simlar reasons and got to make up tests. 
They noted that a ninth-grader (Jr. 
High) was in one of the same classes, 
went to Atlanta for a baseball game and 
got to make up the exam. They felt this 
was unfair. 

A section of the student handbook 
was read aloud and it listed non- 
emergency trips with parents as 
unexcused absences, The section left 
some unspecified situations to the 
discretion of the principal. 

Also noted as unfair by the 
Carpenters was allowing girls to get 
excused absences to participate in 
beauty contests away from Elba. When 
told this was classified as educational, 
they noted that the trip to the mountains 
was educational for their daughter and 
if this was going to be the policy of the 
school, it would only encourage parents 
to tell lies when their children were 
missing school, 

The school board went into 
executive session with only the board 
members themselves in the room, At 
the end of that short session, they asked 
Superintendent Osburn for a 
recommendation in the matter and 
Osburn said, ‘*Based on the policy of 
this board, I recommend we reaffirm 
Mr. Foley.’’ Board member Bill Cowart 
made a motion to this effect, Gladys 
Yelverton seconded the motion, and it 
passed with one opposing vote. Board 
member Butch Oges cast the opposing 
vote. 

Board chairman Lois Holt noted that 
when she became a member of the 
board, there were many complaints of 
students wandering around town, etc., 
and the board had been trying to keep 
students in school. Board member 
Paul King stated that the board had 
looked for a way to give relief in this 
particular case, but could find no way 
without violating the policy as pre- 
scribed in the handbook given all 
students at the beginning of school. 

The board urged Osburn to work out 
a System to prevent the inconsistencies 
of junior high and high schoo! students 
and the excused or unexcused absences 
and making up of exams.

Water & Electric Board 


Commended 


The Elba Water and Electric Board 
met Tuesday at 5 p.m. to handle routine 
monthly business and approve monthly 
bills. 


Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
appeared before the group to give 
personal thanks for moving the utility 
pole from beside the front door of the 
courthouse. Brunson directed his 
remarks to the entire board but singled 
out Superintendent Cleo Hawkins and 
his staff for giving up their Sunday to 
accomplish the feat. 


Board Chairman Charles Hayes 
commended Judge Brunson for his 
efforts to beautify the courthouse and 
noted that any improvement~to the 
courthouse was an improvement to 
Elba. A brief discussion on getting the 
flowing well producing again resulted in 
Hawkins’ agreeing to secure technical 
advice for Brunson. Hawkins will talk 
with engineers and find out if the drop 
ip the water table during recent years 
would prevent the free flow of water 
from the well if it was cleaned. 


Bills totaling $7,883.57 were 
approved for payment. This is higher 
than normal but included repairs to an 
old water well pump that will be used as 
a spare and eliminate many hours of 
overtime when a pump breaks down. 
Parts alone for this repair exceed $1000 
and took six months to secure. 

Information presented to the board 
members revealed that the rural water 


expansion is still operating in the red, 
as had been projected, and that the 
operation of the sewer system continues 
to increase in cost. The city-owned 
facility is maintained by the utility’ 
department at no charge to the city, and 
knowledgeable people tell board 
members that the cost will continue to 
rise until the entire system gets a major 
overhaul, The problems apparently are 
coming from the sandy soil, under all of 
Elba, silting into broken sewer lines and 
joints loosened by that same sand 
shifting around and then wearing away 
the pumps. 


A list of late utility payments 
indicates that $1,632.79 is owed by 24 
accounts; four meters had been pulled 
for non-payment and totaled $358.95, 
and four bad checks are in the process 
of being collected for another $427.24. 
City Clerk Jack Prescott noted that the 
utility department uses the district court 
to collect these checks. and gets good 
results. 


During the past twelve months a 
total of $10,222.76 has been reported to 
board members as losses on utilities. 
Most of this was from people who 
moved away without paying the final 
bill. However, of the above amount, 
they have been able to collect $3,721.34 
through voluntary payments or through 
court action, Prescott said other 
accounts were in court and would be 
collected. 


used as a parking lot and drive-up 
facility by The Peoples Bank. Neither 
the banking facility nor the parking lot 
has been used by the bank since moving 
to its new location on Claxton Avenue.

Payment of monthly bills of 
$7,806.91 was approved after Mayor 
English noted he was going to research 
the cause of the high telephone bills and 
attempt to lower the $638.00 monthly 
charges in the future. 

Formal acceptance by the city 
council of papers signed by all property 
owners adjoining the alleged Donaldson 
Drive disclaiming any interest in seeing 
the area becoming an official street will 
be entered into the minutes and any 
future question on the matter will be 
eliminated. The council had researched 
the matter after Mrs. Beverly Gwin had 
appeared before the council several 
weeks ago and asked for guidance, as 
deeds indicated the property was theirs, 
but state highway officials said it was a 
public street. 

English reported that the sales tax 
from August sales had been received in 
the amount of $39,400, and this was the 
largest monthly check ever received. He

Morrow Now Eye Bank Technician 


Local Funeral Director Mr. Ronald 
Morrow of Hayes Funeral Home, 
recently completed requirements at the 
University of Alabama Medical School 
and the Alabama Lions Eye Bank to 
become a certified, eye bank technician 
in Alabama. This course of study 
available only to qualified, licensed 
funeral directors and embalmers in 
Alabama, will enable Morrow to 
perform a service that could ultimately 
result in the restoration of sight to a 
blind Alabamian. 

The procedure is called eye 
enucleation, and involves the removal, 
by prior consent, of a deceased person's 


eyes, including the corneal tissue, 
which will then be rushed to the 
Alabama Lions Eye Bank in 


Birmingham for transplantation by 
skilled ophthalmologists into those of a 
blind or visually impaired individual. 

A very simple, uncomplicated pre- 
pledge form is available at the Hayes 
Funeral Home which is to be filled out 
by the pre-pledge donor. All it 
requires is one’s name, address and 
signature. It will be placed on file at the 
Funeral Home and the Alabama Lions 
Eye Bank office. Also, anyone who 
becomes an eye donor should remember 
to have this fact recorded on their next 
driver license, so that medical or law 
enforcement personel will be alert to the 
fact that one is a donor in case he is 
involved in a fatal traffic accident or 
trauma victim. 

While some _ people have 
reservations about donating their eyes 
after death, Morrow said that by 
allowing the Alabama Lions Eye Bank to 
use your eyes you will be giving one of 
the most precious gifts of all--the gift of 
sight--to a person who has lived in 
darkness maybe all of his life. 

Morrow said that one thing many 
people worry about is that the body will 
be disfigured by this procedure. “'This 
is something that no one need worry 
about,’ he said, “‘the procedure does 
nothing to disfigure the deceased 
person's body. You won't be able to tell 
that the person had donated his eyes, 
and the best thing of all is that you will 
know that a part of them is still living, 
bringing a lot of happiness and joy toa 
person with new eyesight, all because 
you had the forethought and love to 
allow the eyes to be used after death.” 

“It's hard to imagine being confined 
to a world of total darkness,’’ said Mr.

Doyce Williams, Director of the 
Alabama Lions Eye Bank. ‘‘Perhaps we 
all take sight for granted, that it’s 
something we have always had and 
always will, But tragically, that is not 
always the case,’* he added. ‘‘Blindness 
can strike anyone at any age. Over 
90,000 people either lost their sight 
completely or had their vision severely 
impaired in 1982 alone. | believe that if I 
were one of those without sight, I would 
in no way be able to repay or express 
the gratitude I would feel toward 
someone who cared enought to will his 
or her eyes to the Alabama Lions Eye 
Bank so that I or anyone else, might be 
able to see,’” he concluded. 

A corneal transplant operation is 
the most successful organ transplant 
operation performed, because the 
cornea has no blood circulation and 
therefore does not require cross- 
matching as would other parts of the 
body. Even if a donor himself is 
suffering from an eye disorder the eye 
can still be used! So far, over 600 people 
have had their sight restored as a result 
of eyes obtained through the Alabama 
Lions Eye Bank. Other parts of the eye 
may be used to repair a deaf person's 
eardrums to restore up to 90 percent of 
their hearing, or for cosmetic surgery 
and for research and teaching. 

Anyone can be an eye donor, your 
age. sex, race, or physical health are not 
necessary reasons for a cornea not 


being used. All that is required is that 
one sign and place on file a Donor Card, 
available at the local Funeral Home, or 


any Lions Club member. To date, 
thousands of Alabamians have signed 
donor cards, but that number is still 
appallingly low considering that out of 
700 deaths per month in Alabma alone, 
less than 10 percent of the people are 
eye donors. The eyes must be removed 
within six hours after death, making the 
Donor Card very important to have on 
file. It will show that one has willed 
their eyes to a sightless person. Morrow 
asked, ‘‘When one stops to consider 
that after he has gone from this earthly 
life, what will we gain by refusing to 
donate a part of our dead body to give 
one of the most precious gifts of life 
itself, that of sight? Once we are gone 
our bodies will be of no use to anyone 
unless we have the forethought to 
donate this small part of our human 
existence to allow someone to enjoy the 
Sights that we so often take completely 
for granted.’" The Alabama Lions Eye 
Bank suggest that a pre-pledge donor

While the representative 
of one firm was unable to attend 
Monday’s meeting, a representative of 
Southeastern Horizons Unlimited of 
Dothan did appear and state ‘‘We are 
ready to serve Coffee County.”’ 

The company listed four require- 
ments to open service: 

1. A minimum of 1200 paying 
customers must sign up for the service; 

2. The company to be given free 
dumping privileges at the landfill; 

3. Pickup be once a week with a 
$6.00 per month fee; and 

4. The company would be under no 
binding obligation should the service 
not prove economically successful. 

The commission discussed the four 
items and agreed on all points except 
free dumping. The commission stated it 
would charge a flat rate of 50 cents per 
household, as it does the cities. 

The company representatives stated 
the garbage fee would be $6.50 per 
month if a fee was charged for 
dumping, and added certain discounts 
could be negotiated on a per-family 
basis based on income. The service, if 
agreed on, would start December 1, 
1983. 

The commission stated it would 
study the proposal, meet with the other 
company, then make a decision on 
October 24 at the next regular meeting. 


County attorney Warren Rowe 
reminded the commissioners of an 
upcoming court date in the case of 
Donofro vs. Coffee County, involving a 
Dothan architect who claims the county 
commission illegally breached a 
contract. A jury will be struck on 
October 17 and the trial will start on 
October 27 at 9 a.m. in Enterprise. 
Rowe told all the commissioners they 
‘*need to be present.” 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***Was informed by County Engineer 
Frank Charlton that work was con- 
tinuing on Sparks Street and Turner’s 
Crossroads; 

***Was given a January, 1984, deadline 
by the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management to close 
out the old landfill in New Brockton;

***Voted to reimburse Commissioner

voting machines and have access to the 
county’s voting list for a special election 
concerning a hospital tax;

FRUITS 


Several people. have 


called us about varieties of 


peaches, pears, apples, 
berries, plums ‘and other 
fruits and also pecan trees. 
We have a list of fruits and 
nuts which do well in South 
Alabama. Of course, you 
may want to experiment with 
some varieties grown in 
other areas. Sometimes 
these varieties also do quite 
well. 

If you are interested in 

planting pecans, peaches or 
apples, make plans with your 
nurseryman as soon as you 
can so that he can arrange to 
get the better varieties. 
' In December or early 
January Dr. Arlie Powell, 
fruit and nut specialist at 
Auburn, will meet with us 
one-half day to discuss all 
phases of fruit and nut pro- 
duction. If you are interested 
in attending this meeting, 
call us or send us a card so 
that we can send you a 
special invitation. 


SATISFYING 
Carlton Carr called me a 


few days ago to look at some 
of his peanuts which had just 
been plowed up. His 
peanuts are located on the 
Bellwood Road. I got there 
about an hour after one field 
had been plowed up. Believe 
me, there are few things 
prettier that a field of 
excellent peanuts which have 
just been plowed up. 

There are wide variations 
of yields in the county. I have 
heard of yields ranging from 
one-half ton to over two tons 
per acre. The harvest is in 
full swing. We will know a 
lot more about this peanut 
crop by the first of 
November. 


PECANS 

It is not practical for most 
pecan tree owners to carry 
out a spray program to 
control all of the insects and 
diseases which affect pecans. 
Most folks don’t have thé 
equipment and to hire 
someone is too expensive. , 

You can improve your 
production by following a 
good fertility program and by 


adding fertilizer and nitrogen 
by the first of February each 
year. Another way to cut 
down on insects and diseases 
is to keep underneath the 
trees clean. Rake up the 
mummied nuts, twigs, limbs 
-and leaves which accumulate 
under the trees. These two 
practices -- good fertilizaiton 
and sanitation -- won’t take 
the place of a spray program 
for insects and diseases but 
will be a great help in making 
a good pecan crop.

Plan Before You Cut

Many landowners have 
been led to believe that when 
a forest is cut or harvested, a 
new stand of trees of good 
quality, will grow back in its

When trees are harvested 
without planning for regen- 
eration, the landowner can 
be virtually guaranteed that 


low-quality hardwood trees: 


will take over. Briars, 
weeds, kudzu and honey- 
suckle seem to sprout every- 
where and choke the forest 
site. This land becomes a 


problem to the landowner 
instead of being productive. 

Forest regeneration is the 
restoring or renewing of a 
forest after it has been 
harvested or destroyed. 
Regeneration can be 
accomplished either artifi- 
cially or naturally. 

Artificial regeneration is 
accomplished by planting 
seedlings or seeds, Natural 
regeneration of a pine forest 
is achieved from seeds pro- 
vided by parent trees on the

STINGING CATERPILLAR 

As I was ‘checking my 
azaleas for caterpillars, I 
struck one that gave me a 
severe sting. Upon close 
examination, I noticed there 
were several stinging cater- 
pillars feeding .on my 
azaleas.- 

The stinging caterpillar is 
green in color, very 
inconspicuous, and ‘is 
covered with hair-like spines. 
Upon touching these 
spines, you wu gét a cerrific 
sting which is very painful. 
In fact, it caused my arm to 
have a large. whelp on it. 

I just want to caution you 
to be on the lookout for this 
type caterpillar because they 
could cause you a lot of 
swelling and pain. I would 
suggest if you suspect you 
have these stinging cater- 
pillars that you spray your 
bush with Sevin or Dursban. 
We are fortunate there are 
usually not many of them 
around, but you do know’ 
when you have them. 


ORCHARD SITE 

Selecting the proper site 
to plant an orchard will go a 
long way in helping make 
this a successful venture. 

1. Select a site of good 
fertility and drainage. 

2. Plant on an elevated 


site with good air dtainage.. 


The direction of the slope is 
not critical, but a southern 
slope may cause early 
blooming and_ greater 


chances for frost damage. 

3. Plant on the contour to 
prevent erosion. 

4, Make the site large 
enough to accomodate 
machinery going through the 
orchard. 

If you don’t have a place 
to plant an orchard, you may 
want to plant a few fruit trees 
to add to your landscape as 
well as provide some fresh 
fruit. Many of the fruit trees 
make good landscape trees 
or screening plants. Be sure 
to place them in the land- 
scape so they will get full 
sun, 


FLEAS 

Fleas continue to be a 
real problem with a great 
many homeowners this year. 
The life cycle of the flea 
makes them difficult to 
control. Eggs will hatch from 
one to 12 days after they are 
laid. The sprays or dusts 
that we use to control will kill 
the adults but will not kill the 
eggs or larvae of the fleas. 
Therefore, multiple appli- 
cations of control must be 
made. 

I suggest spraying three 
times five days apart to help 
break the production cycle. 
Malathion and Sevin can be 
used on adult dogs and cats, 
in the yard, pet pens, and 
anywhere fleas are con- 
centratdd. Other good 
insecticides to use in the 
home and yard are Diazinon 
and Dursban. Follow 


directions on the package in 
applying these insecticides.

General Telephone of the Southeast 
has filed tariffs with the Alabama Public 
Service Commission that would 
establish charges for all local customers 


take effect January 1, 1984. 


According to Larry Sparrow, vice- 
president - revenue requirements for 
General Telephone, monthly charges of 
$1.17 for residential custpmers and 
$2.92 for business customers have been 
proposed. 

Charges are also proposed to be paid 
by long distance companies such as 
AT&T, MCI and Sprint, for using 
General Telephone's local network to 
reach their long-distance customers, 
The exact charges to long distance 
companies will vary widely depending 
on duration of calls and how far they

“Historically, the basic monthly rate 
paid by customers has covered only part 
of the cost of network access because tt 
was subsidized by long distance 
charges,’ Sparrow said.

January 1." 

These statewide network access 
charges are in addition to separate 
charges mandated by the FCC to be 
paid by all telephone customers in the 
U.S. for access to the nationwide 
telephone network. 

Tariffs covering the interstate access 
charges were filed by GTE Corporation 
on October 3 on behalf of its sub- 
sidiaries. The interstate access charge 
proposed in Alabama is $2 per month 
for residential customers and $5.85 per 
month for business customers. 

One expected result of the new 
system of pricing telephone service is a 
reduction in long distance prices, when 
the subsidy now produced by artificially 
high long-distance rates is eliminated. 

“Access charges will mean higher 
total telephone bills for some of our 
customers,’’ Sparrow said, “but we 
believe telephone service will remain 
affordable and efficient. There are a 
number of safeguards from the FCC to 
protect the concept of universal 
telephone service. Options such as 
purchase of telephone instruments, and 
in the future, usage sensitive service, 
allow customers greater control over the 
cost of their telephone service.”
